City Clerk Wynne on Stand Yes- 
terday. West End Interested in 
Northern Judge Presides. 


With startling suddenness the de- 


fense in the trial of F. E. Alford, 
former city manager of Ontario, 
charged with embezzlement launch- 


ed its major attack yesterday. 
Laxity on the part of the city 
trustees of Ontario instead of crim- 
inal acts on the part of Mr. Alford 
were responsible for the losses in- 
curred by the city, according to the 
attacks hurled in various phases of 


_ the day’s proceedings. 


Early in the cross-examination of 
City Clerk D. B. Wynne, the defense 
gave the indication of the line of 
attack it plans to carry to the 
prosecution, when a series of ques- 


tions designed to prove there was 
gross laxity in the handling of bills 
and warrants were put to Mr. 
Wynne. The prosecution halted 


many of the answers with objections 
that the questions and answers were 


immaterial and did not go to the 
issue of Mr. Alford’s guilt or in- 
nocence. 


Claim Trustees Approved Deais 
The defense sought to show that 
all'of the transactions introduced by 
the state as evidence were handled 
by and approved by the trustees, 
and that the board members had 
every opportunity to inspect and in- 
vestigate the invoices and demands 
before passing on them. The’ ques- 
tions indicated the defense will seek 
to convince the jury that only the 
most superfluous investigations were 
made and sometimes none at all. 
Attorneys Enliven Day in Court 
The day’s proceedings: were enliv- 


ened by hotly contested points all 
through the examination of Mr. 
Wynne. Both sides scored at times 


and the day ended with the attor- 
neys battling over the question of 
whether Mr. Alford had been called 
upon by the trustees to explain the 
difference in the typewriting on in- 
voices which the state charges were 
padded by the defendant. 

The state made its heaviest gain 
when Attorney W. E. Byrne, who 
conducted the examination for the 
state, made an objection to a ques- 
tion of the defense which sought to 
attack the credibility of the witness. 
The court sustained the objection 
and the defense had to change its 
plans and conduct its cross-examina- 
tion along other lines. 

Defense Wins Notable Point 

The defense gained a notable point 
near the conclusion of the hearing 
when it was able to get before the 
jury a statement to the effect that

That the desire of Leon Gonzales, 
30-year-old vineyard worker, to save 
himself a walk by jumping from a 
moving Pacific Electric train in the 
Etiwanda district Tuesday morning 
was responsible for his death, was 
indicated by testimony introduced at 
the inquest before Coroner J. B. 
Hanna at Draper’s mortuary. 

Gonzales, both of whose legs were 
amputated shortly after he had been 
terribly mangled in his fall beneath 
the wheels of the moving train, died 
Wednesday night at the San An- 
tonio Hospital shortly after he had 
told Constable George Frost of Eti- 
wanda how the accident happened 
and had shaken hands with some of | 
his Mexican friends. 

Gonzales had boarded 
at Fontana and had given Conduc- 
tor Harold K. Riordan a ticket to 
Etiwanda. Aceording to the state- 
ment of the dying man to Constable 
Frost through an interpreter, he had 
gotten up when the conductor call- 
ed Etiwanda, and seeing that the 
train was passing a vineyard where 
he had expecied to work, had 
thought the train was moving slow- 
ly enough for him to get off in 
safety, but had missed his footing 
and fallen in the attempt. 

Conductor Ed B. Steveson of the 
second car of the train, told of feel- 
ing the trucks of his car pass over 
something, and he and Conductor 
Riordan recited details of the acci- 
dent, and how the man was hurried 
to the office of Dr. W. H. Craig.

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Is Educating Your Child Worth a Living Wage? , 


is during these restless days of spring that schoolmarms 

and schoolmasters are making up their minds about where 

they will teach next year, or whether they will teach at all 

any more. And usually it comes down to a question of 
money. 

What pay are the teachers in your town getting? 

Men and women become teachers for various reasons, but never 
with ‘any thought of getting rich. They all know the pay will be 
small. It is so very small chiefly because the candidates for it are 
so many. Your town can get its teaching done, after a fashion, 
dirt.cheap if you want it done that way. In many places a woman 
teacher must be a spinster or a widow, and then the theory of her 
salary is that she has only herself to support. But men teachers 
who are married are usually preferred for the more responsible 
positions. Is your school principal trying to raise a 1923 family 
on a 1912 salary? 

A while ago the dean of the College of Liberal Arts in North- 
Western University announced that no more married instructors 
would be employed. He had no bias against marriage. He was 
thinking of the cost of living. Instructors there get $1,600 to 
$2,500 a year. On that a family can’t live nowadays in Evanston, 
a suburb of Chicago, without a struggle that is bound to impair the 
usefulness of the head of it, In. your town, perhaps, the same 
amount would go further than it will in Evanston. But are 
your town’s men teachers paid enough to free them from similar 
anxicties?. In the whole State of Illinois, for example, the average 
saiary of school-teachers is $1,343.14—for the men, $1,556.74; for 
women, $1,298.52. 

The New York State Federation of Labor’s committee on edu- 
cation has recommended that $2,000 a,year be fixed by State law 
as the minimum pay of a teacher in a publie school. The right 
figure for New York may not be right for Indiana or Wisconsin 
or California. Very likely a State-wide minimum salary won’t do 
anywhere, on account of the difference in the cost of living between 
the larger cities and the smaller towns. But the idea of a square 
deal for the teachers is right. They have no way to demand it 
for themselves. Demanding it is up to the public. Up to you. 

Let’s make sure that our school boards are not trying to get 
teachers fit to,teach our children for less money than chauffeurs 
and housemaids get these days.

“Freedom” of Contract 


HE SUPREME COURT of the United States has decided that 
T it is not constitutional to pass laws protecting women and 

children against unfair industrial exploitation; that a min- 

imum wage law applying to them is an infringement of an 
academic ‘‘freedom of contract’? whch the court finds to be more 
precious than living wages. 

This decision was by a vote of five to three. If Justice Brandeis 
had not been barred from participation because he was an attorney 
in such eases as this, it would have been another of the famous 
five-to-four decisions. 

We do not question the lawfulness of this decision, any more 
than we questiened the lawfulness of the decision against the child 
labor law. But that does not prevent deep regret that such decisions 


| should be necessary. 


Assume that fairminded men would say that fifteen dollars a 
week is the lowest amount that a woman in the District of Columbia 
ean live decently upon. Assume that, because help is plenty and 
therefore cheap, an employer is offering women workers ten dollars 
a week—take it or leave it. A woman seeking work, and needing 
it to keep alive, has the choice between idleness with starvation, 
and ten dollars a week with semi-starvation—and temptation to 
infinitely worse than starvation. The decision means that she must 
he ‘free’? to aecept the latter. It also means that employers are 
left free to foree her to that grim ehoice. 

Tt may be good law. Chief Justice Taft and two others—three, 
because of course Justice Brandeis, though not sharing in the 
decision, would agree with the minority—ybelieve that it is as im- 
portant to safeguard women and children against the menace of 
unfairly low wages as it is to safeguard them against other un- 
wholesome working conditions. Even though it be good law, it is 
atrocious humanity. It gives new-strength to the case of those who 
would prohibit the supreme court from declaring laws uneonstitu- 
tional by a mere majority vote. 

Coneress should explore the possibilities of restoring the safe- 
enard this destroyed, even though it means another constitutional 
amendment. : 


Memorial Dav 


T would be a good idea to start this year a general movement 

to recognize the fact that Memorial Day is not a holiday, but 

a very solemn and sacred occasion; that it is not a time for 

loud sports and merrymaking, but for paying tender respeet 
to the memory of the heroes of America’s wars who have gone to 
rest. 

At least the forenoon of that day. during the hours when the 
memorial exercises are held, should be kept free from sports. That 
is asking little enough of those who live on a day set apart to the 
memory of those who have passed away. ’ 

Memorial day began as a day set apart to the memory of the 
fallen soldiers of the Civil War. Now it embraces in its sacred 
folds the fallenrof the two wars that have come since—the Spanish- 
American war and the World War. The veterans of these two wars, 
young, stalwart and strong, are taking over from the dwindling 
band of Civil war survivors the work of planning and organizing 
the observance. It is from these younger veterans, rather than 
from the older few. from which comes the request that Americans 
vive due regard to the character of this oeeasion. 

They do not ask too much, They realize that to many a holiday 
is a holiday, a ehance for pleasure as a” relief from the workday 
erind. They would not deny them any pleasure. But they do ask 
that at least forenoon of the day be kept sacred to the purpose for 
which the day is dedicated. That request ought to be heeded by 
all of us.

N CONVENTION 


The San Bernardino County 
convention of the ©. F. W. C. was 
really a secondary consideration 
on Tuesday because the mere fact 
that the Monte Vista Home for 
Aged Women was to be open for 
inspection overlapped everything 
else in the minds of the club 
women of the county, and women 
who were not’ club members, be- 
cause of united effort to have 
the building and furnishing ready 
for this particular time. The 
Monte Vista Home is a_ two- 
story building, stucco finish, 
standing at the southeast corner 
of the land now forming the 
county group of buildings. The 
Detention Home is on the op- 
posite corner, at the center the 
county hospital and at the north 
east corner the tuberculosis ward 
and west of the T. B. ward are 
the buildings housing the old 
men. 

A very attractive front, facing 
south, opens into a lobby out of 
which a double stairway leading 
to the second story, as well as 
hallways leading to the.east and 
west wings. All the main floor 
walls are in a soft gray color 
and make a most attractive back- 
ground for drapery and furniture. 

At the end of the hallway on 
the east will be found the dining 
room and leading from it toward 
the back, the kitchen and laun- 
dry. Breakfast and supper will 
be cooked here while the hearty 
midday meal will be served from 
the main kitchen at the hospital. 
Just west of the dining room 
on the south side will be found 
the room which the women of 
Upland furnished. This is a 
double room, with two windows. 
This room’s exact duplicate, only 
at the other end of the building, 
has been furnished by the women 
of Ontario. These really are the 
only double rooms in the build- 
ing. At the extreme west end 
will be found the living room 
which has plenty of light and air 
and an immense fireplace. Sev- 
eral single rooms with bath and 
toilets are also on this floor. On 
the second floor will be found 
the wards, both of which open 


out on porches where sun baths 


may be enjoyed. Several! single 
rooms, baths and toilets are on 
this floor. 

It is a beautiful home for the 
women of San Bernardino county, 


one in which good taste has gone 


hand in hand in making this place 
the home that the women intend- 


led it to be. Individuality has 


been given the rooms because

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Postal Receipts 

Ontario’s continued steady growth 

is reflected in figures dealing with 
~ | postal receipts just made public by 
Assistant Postmaster W. L. Kiler. 
Receipts at the Ontario office for 
the month just closed totaled $3,353, 
as against $2,714.75 for the same 
‘month of 1922, a gain of $638.25, or 
about 23 per cent. 

That the gain is not merely a 
matter of one month is evident from 
the fact that thé total receipts at the 
postoffice for the first third of the 
present year are $14,365.62, as against 
$10,989.75 for the first four months 
of last year, a gain of $3,375.87, or 
about 30 per cent. 

It is said that no surer proof of 
a city’s growth can be found than 
in its postal receipts.

Raps Inefficiency 
Opening his address on “The Most 
Expensive Thing in Business” wita 
the story,of a street cleaner who fail- 


ed to make good on the job because; 


he was sweeping against the wind,: 
G. H. Knox, efficienay expert of Los 
Angeles, in an address before mem- 
bers of the Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce in forum luncheon meet- 
ing at the Hotpoint Club Tuesday af- 
ternoon, declared that “sweeping 


against the wind’’—inefficiency—was ! 


the chief cause of failure in the busi- 
ness world today. 

The speaker went on to say that 
too many employees were content to 
do just as little as they could and 
get by with it and that the greatest 
tax placed on the business man of 
today was the tax placed on effic- 
iency by inefficiency. He pointed 
out how some concerns were oblig- 
ed to hire as many as 10,000 men 
in order fo find 1,000 whe would 
make good on the job. 

During the course of his talk the 
speaker took occasion to rap pat- 
ronage of mail order houses, declar- 
ing it one of the prime factors in 
keeping small towns small. 

The most expensive employee, he 
said, was not the high-salaried ex- 
pert,’ but the low-salaried man who 
stayed on the job and slept on it. 
He declared that many people 
thought they were doing their best, 
when they were merely getting by. 
The greatest of all causes of failure 


he held to be mental sluggishness, | 


dullness of mind. Mr. Knox quoted 
the late Theodore Roosevelt in de- 
claring that “the great man is the 
man with an ordinary brain develop- 
ed to the fullest capacity.” 

The speaker declared that the de- 
velopment of the ordinary brain was 








responsible for the great achieve- 
ments of the world,. rather than the 
fact that men of great accomplish- 
ment were originally endowed with 
greater mentality than their fellows. | 

The right point of view, the spirit 
of enterprise, the speaker heid to} 
be the great factor in human pro- 
gress, declaring that a man must 
ever look for opportunity in his 
work, the great thing being to find 
himself. 

In the absence of H. E. Swan, 
chamber president, who was _ ill, 
George A. McCrea, the vice-presi- 
dent, acted as chairman of the forum 
meeting.
